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PISD Students Return 
To Classes Tomorrow 


Twenty-one schools in the Plano 
Independent School District will open 
their doors Monday to welcome back a 
record student enrollment for the first 
quarter of the 1977-78 school year. 
Dr. H. Wayne Hendrick, superin­ 
tendent of schools, has predicted that 
more than 18,000 students will be 
registered for classes the first week of 
school. When classes ended last May, 
17, 248 students were on class rolls. 
Dr. 
Hendrick 
expects 
final 
enrollment to be in excess of 19,000 
when the 1977-78 school year ends. The 
expected 1977-78 growth is com­ 
parable to that of the last eight years, 
during which time student enrollment 
has climbed from 4,407 at the close of 
school in May 1969. 
“We are eagerly anticipating the 
return of the boys and girls to the 
classroom,” said the man who is 
beginning his 17th year as superin­ 
tendent of the Plano school system— 
one of the 25 largest in the state. 
“We believe that through the 
diligent guidance of the School Board 
and the dedicated efforts of our staff 
that we will provide a quality in­ 
structional program in all subject 
areas,” 
he said. 
“We especially 
believe this will be true in the four

Dr. Hendrick also urged all citizens 
to be especially careful when driving 
near schools during the year. 
"Construction on a number of 
streets in Plano will hamper access to 
some schools,” he explained. “Please 
be most watchful of boys and girls 
walking and riding to and from school 
throughout the year.” 
To keep pace with the rapidly in­ 
creasing student enrollment, the 
district will open a new elementary 
school and will continue or begin 
construction on five other schools 
during the year. 
In addition, more than 180 new staff 
members have been hired to fill 
vacancies and new positions in the 21 
schools. 


The new school opening Monday is 
Saigling Elementary School at 3600 
Matterhorn in west Plano. That school 
will serve kindergarten through sixth 
grade students

Natural Death Act 
‘Right-to-Die’ Causes Mixed Emotions 


Editor's Note: In researching the 
lowing article on the soon-to-be- 
ective Texas Natural Death Act, 
: author hoped to establish a Con­ 
esus of opinions am ong local 
ysicians. However, several Plano 
ctors refused comment on the issue, 


did not know about the impending act, 
or could not be reached. Therefore, 
the views of only two local prac­ 
titioners—one a generalist and the 
other a specialist—will be presented).

master of his own fate, and with the 
1977 Texas Legislature’s passage of 
the Natural Death Act, a new kind of 
control can now be exercised over 
one’s “right to die.” 
A law allowing terminally ill 
patients to have their own life support 
measures withdrawn goes into effect 
tomorrow. The Texas Natural Death 
Act states that an adult can sign a 
document saying that a physician can 
halt life support measures that would 
only artificially prolong the moment 
of death. 
At least two weeks after two doctors 
have said a patient has a terminal 
illness, the patient can sign the 
document. Someone does not have to 
be terminally ill to fill out a directive, 
but it will only indicate his or her 
wishes and will not be legally binding. 
Only adults can fill out the form and 
only for themselves. 
“If at any time I should have an 
incurable injury, disease, or illness 
certified to be a terminal condition by 
two physicians, and where the ap­ 
plication of life-sustaining procedures 
would serve only to artificially 
prolong the moment of my death and 
where my physician determines that 
my death is imminent whether or not 
life-sustaining 
procedures 
are 
utilized, I direct that such procedures 
be withheld or withdrawn, and that I 
be permitted to die naturally,” states 
a section of the document. 
“In the absence of my ability to give 
directions regarding the use of such 
life-sustaining procedures, it is my 
intention that this directive shall be 
honored by my family and physicians 
as the final expression of my legal 
right to refuse medical or surgical 
treatment and accept the con­ 
sequences from such refusal.” 
Safeguards within the directive 
include 
a 
stipulation 
that 
the 
document must be renewed after five 
years It also states that the form 
“will have no force or effect” during 
the course of pregnancy in a terminal 
patient 
Supporters of the law say that it 
does not legalize mercy killing but 
only permits terminally ill patients to 
decide their own fates Those who 


decry the act, on the other hand, claim 
it tends to devalue the human life. 
Within the Plano medical com­ 
munity, two physicians hold vastly 
contradicting viewpoints. Family 
practitioner Terrence Henry favors 
the law because he says it removes an 
unneccessary 
burden from 
the 
families of the terminally ill. Dr. Jale 
Kilgore, a local internist, disagrees 
and calls the act “an exercise in 
futility.” 
By permitting a patient to decide to 
have his own life support mechanisms 
removed before the time comes, the 
action takes undue stress off family 
members who must watch a loved one 
in such a condition, Dr. Henry ex­ 
plained. 
“As a family physician, it means 
exactly what it says—you are a 
physician to the entire family,” the 
generalist said. “When there is a 
terminal patient being kept alive by 
machine and the decision to turn off 
that machine is left to the family, guilt 
can accompany the grief reaction . 
and there’s no need for that. 
“No one has to sign (the direc­ 
tive),” he added. “But it’s the same as 
life insurance—you don’t hope to die, 
you’re just protecting your family. 
“A lot of my patients have talked 
about this situation and they wouldn’t 
want to be kept alive by machine and 
put their families through the grief of 
being a vegetable.’’ 
Dr Henry said that he would have 
no qualms about turning off a life- 
sustaining machine for a person who 
had 
indicated 
those 
wishes 
beforehand 
“ I wouldn’t do it unless there was no 
chance of survival, or if I thought 
survival was of a vegetable state,’ he 
said ‘If someone was in that kind of 
state for 14 years and then, all of a 
sudden one day was cured, it wouldn t 
be worth it for all the stress on the 
family during that time ” 
The family practitioner noted that 
the law was good legislation since it 
provided 
several 
protective 
mechanisms such as the five-year 


e ffe c tiv e limit 
E v e n though he feels the law is 
eood. Dr Henr\ added that he thought 


it would “take a lot of education by the 
medical association” for a large 
number of people to take advantage of 
it. 
“I wasn’t even aware of the bill 
before now,” he admitted, “and for 
people to be aware of it, their doctors 


have to know about it.” 
Internist Jale Kilgore, however, 
stated adamantly that “every law 
ought to have a good basis and should 
not be passed to allow the very wrong 
to occur.”

“Any family that would 
expect I pull the plug on 
someone 
just 
because 
they’ve wanted it. . .well, I 
won’t be the tool,” Dr. 
Kilgore stressed. “I don’t 
think a human being, even 
your doctor, should have 
that much power. Life is 
precious. 
“Do we have the right to 
end our lives at some 
point?” she went on. “I have 
to say no, this would be all 
against logic, all against 
human reason.” 
Dr. Kilgore said that she 
thought every point of the 
new Natural Death Act could 
be criticized. When a ter­ 


minal patient discovers that 
he or she has such an illness, 
it is the worst time to make 
decisions, she added. 
“Unusually long comas 
are so rare that one must not 
dream up a new law to take 
care of such eventuality—we 
have other alternatives of 
helping ourselves for such 
castrophies,” noted the 
specialist. 
“If the finances are a main 
consideration, 
appropriate 
long term health insurance 
would settle this question 
fast—we are responsible for 
ourselves both in health and 
in sickness.”

Another point to 
consider, she added, is the 
continued striving for more 
biological, 
medical 
in­ 
f o r m a t i o n 
w h i c h 
necessitates study to find 
new ways to decrease “ hurt 
and unhappiness” but not to 
allow the “ discarding of bad 
apples.” 
“ Many reported cases 
demonstrating what seemed 
to be unchangeable, un­ 
treatable ill persons to 
overcome their dys-function 
in time, returning to better 
health show us that haste 
could be very harmful,” she 
offered. 
“I would not accept a 
patient who had signed such 
a document,” Dr. Kilgore 
continued. “I feel strongly 
about it, but among laymen I 
might find myself very 
lonely in that opinion. 
“ The circumstances may 
be grim, but this act is 
grimmer than war, than the 
concentration camps,” she 
concluded. “I do not believe 
the human heart is made to 
bear such a burden in the 
long run.” 
Whichever physician—Dr. 
Henry or Dr. Kilgore—an 
individual tends to agree 
with, beginning tomorrow 
the choice will be his. For

Carter Holds Costs 


The price of a first-class stamp 
is going up to 16 cents, but Presi­ 
dent Carter has asked that pri­ 
vate citizens, who account for 20 
per cent of all first-class mail, be 
allowed to keep on paying 13 
cents. The Postal Service, of 
course, readily agreed. 
The idea isn’t too surprising, 
because Mr. Carter’s most fre­ 
quently used economic concept 
is that ordinary people shouldn’t 
have to pay directly when higher 
prices become necessary. Ac­ 
cordingly, or ostensibly, it is the 
energy producer, not the con­ 
sumer, who would pay under Mr. 
Carter’s energy plan, and it is 
the employer, not the employe, 
who would pay the most under 
Mr. 
Carter’s 
Social 
Security 
plan. Of course, we all know who 
really will pay, right? 
Well, leaving bad economics 
alone, we note what’s truly sur­ 
prising about Mr. Carter’s re­ 
quest. “ I believe,” said Mr. Car­ 
ter, ‘‘it would be in the public in­ 
terest to pursue the concept of a 
citizen rate first-class postage 
for use by consumers.” In the 
public interest! How can Mr. 
Carter so easily 
assume he 
knows the public interest? And 
particularly the public interest 
for the delivery of mail? 
Because government controls 


the first-class mails, it is easy 
for government to assume it 
knows the public interest. But if 
Mr. Carter would like to stay in 
touch with the people, he might 
inquire into the story of Robert 
Eugene Black of Pittsburg, Kan. 
For Black, keen on the American 
way, discovered that he could do 
a job more cheaply than his 
competitor. His competitor, un­ 
fortunately, happened to be the 
Postal Service, which, together 
with a U.S. district attorney, 
took offense when on March 9, 
1976, Black delivered 488 first- 
class letters of a private client at 
the extravagant price of three 
cents each. 
Black and his fledgling com­ 
pany were fined $500 each. But 
unresolved because on appeal is 
whether the Private Express 
Statute of 1792, which prohibits 
competition with the govern­ 
ment in the delivery of first-class 
mail, is itself unconstitutional. 
So it is that Black has raised 
an important question in the 
public interest. Mr. Carter, 
meanwhile, presumes to speak 
in the public interest. Just what 
is in the public interest? We 
think it is to allow free enterprise 
first-class mail delivery.

Jam es M. Rose, TW DB executive director, and H ugh 
Yantis, executive director of TW QB , were seen as top 
contenders to head the consolidated departm ent. 
Rose announced th at he will pass up an offer to rem ain 
on the new governing board ’s sta ff and launch a p la n ­ 
ning, consulting and developing firm , offering to assist 
small towns and other units with governm ental a s s is t­ 
ance program s.

Dolph Briscoe made a flood of new judicial ap p o in t­ 
ments du ring the last two weeks. 
Resignation of Justice Tom Reavley from the S tate 
Suprem e Court effective in O ctober led to appointm ent 
of Chief Justice T. C. Chadick of T exarkana, Sixth C ourt 
of Civil A ppeals, to succeed to the top bench. 
Briscoe then appointed Sixth C ourt Justice W illiam 
J. Cornelius of Jefferson to replace Chadick on the T ex ­ 
ark an a interm ediate court bench, and he named S tephen 
Oden of T ex ark an a to the Sixth Court associate ju s tic e ­ 
ship which had been held by Cornelius since 1973. 
The governor moved B eaum ont D istrict Judge H arold 
R. Clayton to the Ninth Court of Civil Appeals to fill a 
vacancy. 
He also appointed Carlton B. Dodson of Lubbock to an 
associate ju stice’s place on the Seventh Court of Civil 
Appeals, succeeding Judge M ary Lou Robinson of A m arillo 
who w as named chief justice of the interm ediate court. 
In the flurry, Briscoe appointed judges to 25 
new 
district courts created by the legislature this y ea r and 
named incum bent judges of 31 domestic relations and 
juvenile courts to converted district courts of general 
jurisdiction.

Dear Bob: I came to Texas 
29 years ago to get away 
from the crowded conditions 
on the east coast. Now it 
seem s 
that 
Texas 
is 
becoming one 
of 
those 
crowded states. What are the 
predictions for the future 
growth of Texas and how do 
we compare with the rest of 
the nation? 
Dear Reader : Texas is the 
third most populated state in 
the nation, behind California 
and New York. It is gaining 
more people each year than 
every other state except 
Florida and Alaska. Since 
you moved to Texas 29 years 
ago, this state has almost 
doubled its population. 
The following table can 
perhaps give you a general 
feeling for the dimensions of 
population growth in this 
world. If you think its 
crowded now, just wait. 
Plano’s present population 
is 39,800, its population in 
2000 will be 68,000 or a 71 
percent increase from today. 
Texas’ 
population 
is 
presently 12.5 million with 
the

estimated to be 19.1 million 
or an increase of 53 percent. 
The 
United 
States 
population will increase 33 


percent to 285 million from 
its present population of 215 
million. 
The World’s population 
will see a 71 percent increase 
from 4.1 billion to 7.0 billion,

Money will help. It will 
help grow more crops, it will 
help develop more efficient 
agricultural techniques, and 
it will help to distribute food 
around the world. Money 
will help, but it will not solve 
the problem.

Plane Owners 
Must File 
Special Form 


Most taxpayers who own 
aircraft must file a special 
Federal tax return, Form 
4638, by August 31. 
The return, Form 4638, 
must include the $25 annual 
fee for each aircraft plus the 
tax of 3% cents for each 
pound of maximum certified 
take-off weight for turbine 
powered aircraft, and 2 
cents for each pound of 
maximum certified take-off 
weight over 2,500 pounds for 
piston powered aircraft, 
according to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
The tax year for the use 
tax begins July I and runs 
through June 30. If the first 
taxable use of an aircraft 
occurs after July 31, the tax 
based on weight is propor­ 
tionately reduced.

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‘Test Tube’ City 
Can Change Life

N ILES, Mich. (U P I) - 
Out of the wooded hills and 
farmland near this south­ 
western Michigan town soon 
may rise a “ test tube city’’ 
that could set the course of 
urban life in the 21st century. 
B ro o k s fie ld 
F a r m , 
proposed population, 20,000, 
is the brainchild of an 
Indiana urban planner who 
wants 
to 
give 
scientists, 
sociologists, engineers and 
educators a practical testing 
ground for their theories. 
“ It would primarily be a 
bedroom community, with 
no heavy 
industries 
as 
such,” 
said 
T. 
Brooks 
Brademas, 
head 
of the 
Mishawaka, Ind., develop­ 
ment firm that designed the 
Alaska pipeline port city of 
Valdez. 
The 
company 
recently bought 550 acres of 
farmland west of here. 
Brademas hopes to break 
ground on the project within 
four years. 


Families would live in 
modem, multiple dwellings, 
heated by solar or other 
nonfossil energy, nestled in a 
natural setting of trees and 
open space, he said. 
“ The day of the single 
family home is quickly 
coming to an end. So much 
space is consumed by row 
after row of houses. But by 
building multiple dwellings, 
we will have more room for 
recreation, natural parks, 
open areas where people can 
back-pack or ski. 


People 
who 
inhabit 
Brooksfield Farms would be 
“ average Americans” who 
would not be screened or 
recruited, Brademas said. 
“ However, they would 
have to come in knowing 
they are part of a continuing 
research project. If, for 
instance, they do not want to 
expose their children to an 
experimental 
educational 
system, they may not want 
to live here. We would try to 
set down the ground rules 
beforehand. 


“ It doesn’t make sense the 
way we do a lot of things in 
our urban areas today,” said 
Brademas, 49, brother of 
Rep. John Brademas, D-Ind. 
“ There is so much waste: 
wasted energy, wasted land, 
wasted materials. And there 
are so many untested ideas 
on improving urban life that 
are never going to be tested 
under 
the 
pressure 
of 
making a buck. 
“ But a new community, 
built from scratch 
as a 
continuing research project 
under the direction of a 
university, could provide an 
ideal laboratory where these 
ideas could be leisurely 
checked out and evaluated.” 


Brademas said advances 
in 
solar 
heating, 
home 
c o n s t r u c t i o n , 
w a s t e 
recycling, 
land 
use, 
education, recreation, social 
structure and governmental 
organization could be tried 
and tested in the community 
“ in a leisurely fashion over a 
period of 20 years. 
“ If they work, we then can 
train young men and women 
in these various fields to go 
out and apply these ideas to 
other communities, to make 
a better America. That’s 
what it’s all about.” 


While the experts will play 
a major role in planning 
details of the community, 
Brademas said, he has some 
ideas of his own. 
The educational 
system 
would 
be 
conservation- 
oriented. 
“ There 
would 
be 
no 
schools. Instead, community 
television would beam daily 
lessons 
into 
the 
home, 
eliminating 
the 
need 
for 
expensive classrooms.” 
All religions would wor­ 
ship in the same facility, 
Brademas said, “ cutting the 
waste of space and energy 
resulting from separate 
church buildings that are 
used only one or two days a 
week.” 
Brademas 
said 
the 
University of Notre Dame 
about 20 miles away is in­ 
terested in the project. He 
said he hopes the university 
will agree to oversee the 
community’s 
long-range 
research. 
Brademas said he has not 
estimated 
the 
cost 
of 
building Brooksfield Farms. 
He hopes it will be un­ 
derwritten by grants from 
federal agencies and private 
companies wanting to test 
new energy-saving products 
and techniques. 
“ It 
is 
definitely 
not 
designed as a profit-making 
venture,” he said. 
Although he has not yet 
made official requests for 
permission to proceed with 
the project, Brademas has 
conferred 
with 
Berrien 
County 
and 
Bertrand 
Township officials. 
They are not enthusiastic 
about the project. They fear 
the impact of a city of 20,000 
growing 
up 
in 
their 
backyards “ overnight.” 
“ There is some deep­ 
rooted concern here about 
the added tax burden of 
providing a new school 
system, new roads, and 
other services to a city that 
springs up out there in what 
now is agricultural land,” 
said Bertrand Township 
Supervisor Albert Siekman. 
“ Most people I know of 
who are aware of the project 
are a bit skeptical,” he said.

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I hope you or some of the readers 
can tell me how to remove yellow spots from a pair of 
white cloth sandals. Every time I wash them these 
yellow spots appear all over the front and I have had no 
luck with the many things I have tried — even white 
shoe polish. Please help me. —LILLIE. 
DEAR LILLIE — Sorry you did not say what kind of 
cloth was used to make your sandals. If it is a sturdy 
cotton you might try using a weak solution of bleach 
water. It will take some experimenting and if all goes 
well the strength might be increased. There is also the 
possibility that color rem over could be used. If the shoes 
were mine I would take them back to the store where 
they were purchased and show them the spots. Are you 
sure the fabric was made to be washed? —POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — I am a cook so you know how important it 
is that I have clean white uniforms. After trying all kinds of 
sprays to remove cooking grease from my uniforms I finally 
found a solution to my problem. I tried adding one-third cup 
washing soda and some regular bleach and my favorite 
detergent to a wash tub of water and this has worked so well 
that I want to pass it on to the other readers. (Test on your 
fabric before throwing a load of uniforms in the washing 
machine.) —AGNES. 
DEAR POLLY - I solved the problem of a messy utility 
drawer in my kitchen when I started putting small things like 
cup hooks, thumb tacks, small nails, etc. in empty clear 
plastic prescription bottles. They take up little space in the 
drawer and I can tell at a glance what is in each of them and 
know when I need to purchase more of something. There are 
no more loose small items cluttering up my drawer 
- JE S S IE . 
DEAR POLLY — I have a further suggestion for Mary’s 
bedspread. If she dyes it the dye may not take as well on the 
area where the glue was spilled so I suggest that if this 
happens she should add some appliques here and there on the 
spread (with, of course, some of them covering the spots 
where the glue was). According to the decor of the room these 
appliques could be flowers, animals, patches, alphabet letters 
of whatever. 
In my daughter’s room I wrapped some pieces of shelving 
with yellow gingham and then stapled it on and put these on 
white brackets to be both useful and pretty. A neighbor gave 
me some scraps of wallpaper from which I cut orange and 
yellow flowers and with white glue applied them near the ceil­ 
ing. with a few extra ones coming down at the corners. This 
was a real cute touch. —PATRICIA.

Our Children

Q. In his book, “Future 
Shock,” Alvin Toffler wrote 
that “parenthood remains the 
single greatest preserve of 
the amateur.” I couldn’t 
agree more. 
I resent the fact that there 
is extensive preparation for 
most jobs, but practically 
none for the most important 
of all — being a good parent. 
A college course on “mar­ 
riage 
and 
the 
family” 
reaches a few, and so does a 
lecture now and then, but it’s 
pretty much a hit-or-miss 
situation. 
The older my own children 
get, the more help I need, but 
it should have come from 
somewhere right at the be­ 
ginning. Those early years 
presented new problems 
every day. 
Do you agree with me? 
A. Parent education mate­ 
rials are available, but it 
takes a little digging to find 
good ones. Some are too gen­ 
eral or inappropriate in 
meeting 
specific 
parent 
needs. 
Because the “early years” 
that you referred to are the 
most important ones to help 
both parent and child get off 
to a good start, I’ve devel­ 
oped some practical material 
aimed at those who have two 
to five year olds in their fami­ 
lies. 
If you are interested just 
send a stamped, self-ad­ 
dressed envelope requesting 
information about it. 


Q. I’m sure this is not a new 
question, but it is one that 
plagues me and I’m sure 
many other parents. 
I have a I Vt year old boy 
and a Vh year old girl. My lit­ 
tle girl has a problem of con­ 
tinually getting up out of bed 
at night. This has been going 
on for about a year now. We 
have tried everything from 
spankings to over-loving ... 
nothing helps! 
Please, what works? 
A. I’m afraid I’ll have to 
beg off — because I don’t 
know your children or you. 
But I understand! 
We had the same problem, 
a “night prowler” until he 
was about 4 or 5 years old. We 
tried “everything” too, in­ 
cluding repeatedly putting 
him back into bed until we got 
tired. We kept the house well- 
locked so he at least stayed 
inside. We tried all the rein­ 
forcement possibilities we 
could think of, including food, 
stories, smiles and hugs. 


Finally, 
gradually, 
he 
stayed in bed longer, until 
eventually he didn’t get up 
until morning (but early!). 
He’s now a great 19-year- 
old. He survived and so did 
we, but it wasn’t easy! 
Did you discuss the situ­ 
ation with your pediatrician 
or family doctor? 
Good luck! (And anyone 
who has a foolproof solution, 
please share it. We’ll watch 
the mail for your sugges­ 
tions.) 
Q. I recently read about the 
Bronx High School of Science 
and their marvelous program 
for gifted students. 
Before I get together with 
some other parents of bright 
children in our community 
and start pressuring our 
school board to consider this 
kind of special school, I’d like 
your opinion. 
Is it a good idea? Is there a 
danger that the children will 
become snobbish? 
A. A number of articles 
about the Bronx High School 
of Science have indicated that 
it has been very successful 
with most of its students. 
Whether its plan will work in 
your community will take a 
lot of study, including needs, 
costs, and attitudes of school 
people and parents. 
You and the other parents 
might want to read more 
about the Bronx school. A 
lengthy article appeared in 
the “Wall Street Journal” on 
May 17, 1977, and its first 
principal wrote it up in detail 
in a book called “The Gifted 
Child,” edited by Dr. Paul 
Witty and published many 
years ago. 
One of the pioneer authori­ 
ties in this field once asked, 
“Which makes a child more 
snobbish, to be the one bright 
child in a class or to be one 
among many bright stu­ 
dents?” He worried more 
about the former setting, a 
gifted child alone and sur­ 
rounded by others who lag 
behind academically. 
Snobbery can come to a 
good student whether he or 
she is in a separate setting or 
not. Just being placed apart 
need not create the problem.

loved John best, now let him 
look after you.” 
Such an attitude may seem 
uncaring, but it is simply the 
non-favorite’s 
way 
of 
remaining at the exact level 
assigned 
him 
in 
early 
childhood. 
Another tactic of those 
who feel left out is to over­ 
achieve, still wrestling for 
approval. Less-favored sons 
and daughters often push 
themselves through life to do 
more good deeds for their 
parents, hoping for due 
aw ards from parents at 
some time in life. 
But 
the 
position 
of 
“favorite” usually does not 
change hands. Most favorite 
children enjoy the position 
from early childhood to older 
adulthood.

The weather report had 
promised a sweltering day, 
and as I drove north to visit 
“A Woman’s 
Place,” 
the 
prophesy began to come true. 
But Buckwheat Turner and 
I had taken many telephone 
calls to pick a day for my 
visit, so no matter how much 
I wanted to turn back, today 
was the day. The turn off the 
highway made me glad to 
have come after all. The road 
led through several small 
towns, Warrenburgh and 
Athol, N.Y. It twisted along a 
river and past a lumber mill. 
Finally I turned at Bear Pond 
Road and found the driveway 
to A Woman’s Place. 
A bell clanged from the 
porch. Buckwheat and the 
other women and children 
staying at the cooperative 
were gathering for brunch. 
There are only two scheduled 
meals a day here, and they 
are friendly, chatty geno­ 
me thers. 
Buckwheat Turner was one 
>f the original founders of A 
Woman’s Place, the only one 
;till living there. She met the 
>ther organizers at a retreat 
n 1974, and after talking it 
jver for several weeks, the 
tfomen pooled their cash and 
oegan shopping for a place to 
serve as a permanent collec­ 
tive retreat for all women. 
They found this spot near 
Athol, a former hunting 
lodge. The 23 acres of woods, 
the main lodge, four cabins 
and a barn converted into a 
recreation hall seemed per­ 
fect, so they bought it. What 
once had been a male strong-

hold became a female refuge. 
“At that time,” said Buck­ 
wheat with a smile, “we all 
thought we’d be here for­ 
ever.” 
For various reasons, the 
other founders moved away, 
though they do return and do 
maintain an interest. 
I was given a brochure 
which describes the purpose 
of A Woman’s Place. It pro­ 
vides an “unpressured en­ 
vironment where women can 
reevaluate their lives, inter­ 
act with and gain support 
from other women, coming 
from around the country, try 
out new skills, or simply 
rest.” 
Rest may be on the agenda, 
but while I was there, few 
women did. Since this is a col­ 
lective, each person, includ­ 
ing 
children, 
has 
some 
specific task. Several women 
were in the garden, pulling 
weeds, watering, and dis­ 
cussing the cause of the wilt­ 
ing lettuce. I helped carry a 
bag of cement mortar to 
where another woman was 
repairing a stone gatepost at 
the foot of the driveway. 
The dining room, for sever­ 
al hours, became a work 
area. A bookkeeper who was 
there on a work exchange 
program gave instructions in 
the intricacies of record 
keeping for a nonprofit or­ 
ganization. 
Buckwheat took me on a 
tour of the grounds, and ex­ 
plained some of the problems 
that the women face. “Be­ 
cause it is a collective, and 
because we make decisions 


by consensus, we face con­ 
stant change.” 
This is complicated by the 
fact that some women stay 
only for a few weeks, and 
others live there permanent­ 
ly. Like many collectives and 
feminist enterprises, A Wom­ 
an’s Place faces regular fi­ 
nancial crises. 
Right now the taxes are due 
and the septic tank needs re­ 
pair, so the members are 
searching frantically for 
sources of money. 
Joya, a collective member 
from New York City, who 
feels that this place has al­ 
lowed her to make drastic 
and positive changes, 
ex­ 
plained that though many 
women resist traditional 
methods of business, they 
may have to learn them any­ 
way. 
“To survive, we’ll have to 
find grant sources, and per­ 
haps hire a professional fund 
raiser.” 
In the meantime, A Wom­ 
an’s Place survives by volun­ 
tary contributions, and by 
serving as a woman’s resort, 
campground, and workshop 
center.

Q. My son is now in college 
so I’m using his room as the 
guest room, except for when 
he’s home on vacation. I 
haven’t redecorated his room 
for a while. 
I want a look that is sophis­ 
ticated and handsome. Do 
you have any suggestions? — 
J.F. 
A. You might consider a 
multipurpose bedroom with a 
storage bed base and head­ 
board which can be fashioned 
by a handy do-it-yourselfer. 
The base, which can be 
opened by sliding a wood 
panel, makes a great stow­ 
away for acquired posses­ 
sions. 
Decorative wall covering 
and fabric add to the design 
quality of the room. Choose 
an exciting pattern with a 
color combination which 
pleases you and provides the 
amount of sophistication you 
desire. 
An old trunk revived with a 
new coat of paint can serve as 
another multipurpose unit, 
for storage or as a bedside ta­ 
ble. With a sofa-bed, chair, 
area rug and table you have a 
perfect area for relaxing, 
reading and conversation. 


For a dark look, cnoose 
brown, navy blue and burnt 
orange in a fabric and repeat 
the individual colors on the 
walls and furnishings. 


Q. We have some outside 
wooden steps leading to some 
living quarters which are a 
real problem to us. We have 
tried the outdoor-indoor car­ 
peting but it doesn’t with­ 
stand the sun and salt air, and 
we have tried the plastic run­ 
ners but they hold water 
when it rains. 
If you can give us any sug­ 
gestion to improve the ap­ 
pearance and at the same 
practical, we shall be most 
grateful. — F.S.C. 
A. I would imagine your 


problem is a rather common 
one because salt air and sun 
are very hard on fibers 
whether man-made or natu­ 
ral. 
You might try some of the 
imitation turfs which are on 
the market. The ones with 
matted finish should provide 
safety on the steps and pro­ 
tect the wood somewhat. 
The imitation turfs are not 
without drawbacks. One is 
that some are extremely stiff 
and not particularly comfort­ 
able for bare feet. The other 
is that even though they are 
not supposed to fade, they do. 
However, if the turf stays col­ 
orfast for a few years, that 
might be sufficient and you 
could replace it regularly.

Q. We have moved into an 
older home which is new to us 
and has a bedroom with deep 
orange carpeting. 
We’re 
planning to use the room as a 
den. 
The walls are painted white 
and the accents are black so 
the room looks like Hallow­ 
een. What would you suggest 
to create a light and gay room 
where the carpeting won’t 
jump out at you? — R.D. 
A. It seems to me you have 
two choices — to go very light 
or to go very dark. 
If you want to go the light 
route, look for a very bright 
wallpaper of maybe giant 
poppies on an emerald green 
background with poppies in 
orange, golden yellow, hot 
pink and light pink. 
It might be pleasant to 
paint two walls bright emer­ 
ald green and do two walls in 
wallpaper. The bright, gay 
w allpaper would then be 
more dramatic than the or­ 
ange carpeting and hopefully 
blend the bright orange into 
the overall odor scheme. 
Draperies could be done in 
matching fabric or if you 
have small windows, you 
could laminate the fabric to 
shades, lf fabric is not avail­ 
able make frames covered in 
the wallpaper around the 
windows and trim a shade in 
the same colors as the wall­ 
paper tones. A large piece of 
furniture or bookshelves 
lacquered in emerald green 
would add more decorating 
drama. 
In a room with lots of color, 
accents of white provide an 
excellent touch — a crispness 
that complements the bril­ 
liant colors. 


Sweater panels! They are 
beautiful.

Instead 
of 
stacking your pieces of fabric 
one piece on top the other, 
fold them neatly and stack 
them on end in a box. 
I use boxes about 12 inches 
by 16 inches and about seven 
or eight inches deep. I meas­ 
ure each piece then pin a note 
to the folded end so I can see 
at a glance how much yard­ 
age there is. Slip the box into 
a clear plastic bag and you 
can see what’s there. 
I have mine sorted into 
three boxes — one with 
smaller pieces for sewing for 
grandchildren, 
one 
with 
pieces for making my hus­ 
band’s shirts, and one with 
pieces for pants and tops for 
myself. Sure saves pawing 
around to find what I want. —

Your slacks have an elastic 
waistband — you want a 


regular band with a side- 
seam zipper. Impossible? Not 
at all. 
Remove elastic. Rip out 
casing stitching. Press. Open 
left side seam about eight or 
nine inches. 
Put slacks on. Tie a cord or 
narrow elastic around your 
waist over the slacks. Pull up 
slacks all around until you 
have a good fit. Mark slacks 
with chalk right below cord. 
Pin in darts (two on each 
side in front, and one on each 
side in back). 


Remove slacks. Measure 
up from new waistline mark 
one-fourth or three-eighths 
inch. Trim off top of slacks at 
this second marking. 
Stitch in darts, press darts 
toward center. Insert zipper 
in side seam. 
If you have enough from 
the fabric you trimmed off, 
you can make a waistband 
from this. If not, fashion one 
from grosgrain ribbon or a 
firm, wide trim. Back band 
with either grosgrain ribbon 
or rubberized waist banding. 
Attach band to slacks with 
a one-fourth or three-eighths 
inch seam, remembering to 
ease slacks to fit band so the 
band is slightly tighter than 
the top of your slacks. Other­ 
wise, the band will stand 
away from the body.

Zikmund said that 
while 
the 
Protestant 
Reformation “ sought to 
reclaim the ancient power of 
the laity,” by emphasizing 
that all Christians respond to 
a “calling” from God, in 
practice most churches do 
not really practice that 
understanding of vocation. 
“National denominational 
bureaucracies 
have 
in­ 
creased extensively in the 
last century, and through 
them 
the 
clergy 
have 
greater and greater in­ 
fluence over the laity,” she 
said. 
At the same time, she said 
it would be difficult to return 
to the Reformation un­ 
derstanding of the laity’s job 
— his or her work outside of 
the church — as a response 
to God’s calling. 
In contemporary society, 
where most people work as 
laborers or employes, “it is 
increasingly difficult to con­ 
vince people that their oc­ 
cupation should be their 


primary means for serving 
God. Most of us simply do 
not believe that all jobs are 
equally worthy.” 
She made four suggestions 
as first steps in bridging the 
gap: 
— “ We need to stop 
making people feel guilty if 
they are not finding meaning 
in their work,” recognizing 
that what a person does to 
earn a living might be dif­ 
ferent from what the person 
wants to do. 
— “We need to redefine 
the concept of ‘calling’ so 
that we stop equating one’s 
calling with occupation, job 
or work” and expand it to the 
whole of a person’s life-style 
or existence. 
— There is a need to ex­ 
pand the notion of calling 
beyond its association with 
sacred or religious things. 
“There is an insidious double 
standard which speaks of 
clergy having a call to the 
ministry and other people 
getting a job,” she said. 
— The church needs to find 
new 
ways, 
particularly 
liturgical ways “to help all 
people

m ark 
and 
celebrate our calling as 
God’s people.” She noted in 
particular the Christian 
history of farm festivals and 
harvest celebrations ”

Man Has Two 
Emotion Levels

A man can be classed as 
being brilliant in his vocation 
and indispensable in a highly 
technical corporation, but 
will be to himself a vast, un­ 
fathomable mystery. 
I am sure that there are 
depths in all of us that go 
deeper than what any of us 
will ever be able to know. But 
we can know the simple 
fundamentals. 
One of the basics most often 
overlooked or not known is 
that we all have two levels of 
emotions, both at the same 
time. This is so even if we are 
not aware of the emotions. 
They are present and may be 
in harmony or conflict. 
These can be thought of as 
layers. The outer is what we 
allow people to see, and these 
are our surface emotions. 
The other is the deep, inside 
core emotion that no one sees 
unless you wish to show such 
an emotion or someone is 
looking who has learned how 
to see beneath the surface. 
This deep fundam ental 
emotion is what the transac­ 
tional psychologist m eans 
when he uses the term 
“affect.” 
As an example, say you 
worked in a firm and you had 
taken money, or stolen some 
stock, impulsively and very 
foolishly. You are not a per­ 
son used to stealing, and you 
have a reaction of being 
frightened. The guilt hangs 
over you like a private, black 
cloud. 
For a few days following, 
you will have a fundamental 
emotion, and it will be a mix­ 
ture of fear, anxiety and 
guilt. This is what a poly­ 
graph measures. 
For large segments of time 
you will think nothing about 
the theft and the daily busi­ 
ness of life will be uppermost 
in your mind. The superficial 
emotion is there and you can 


be 
both 
cheerful 
and 
pleasant. 
The fundamental emotion 
is very much still there, like a 
backdrop to a stage. Some of 
the passing emotion holds the 
spotlight on the stage for a 
time. They bounce about on 
the stage but always before 
that 
dark 
backdrop 
of 
anxiety. 
This example is extreme, 
but all of us have funda­ 
mental emotions and they are 
going to affect our lives 
adversely if they have their 
source in an unfulfilled 
psychological need. These 
basic needs are in the order of 
importance; love, security, 
recognition, self-expression, 
and self-esteem, lf these are 
met, then the backdrop emo­ 
tion is a positive one no mat­ 
ter what surface emotion is 
on the stage at any given mo­ 
ment. 
Being able to change a 
backdrop emotion is the same 
as changing the basic frame­ 
work of your thinking. It is 
here that a foundation is laid 
for a pleasant disposition. 
To understand this is to 
give the most basic emotional 
support to a child. As he 
forms his basic emotions, his 
psychological needs can be 
met, and a warm, happy fun­ 
damental emotion w ill be es­ 
tablished. I believe this so 
much that I feel it should be 
the central aim of parents in 
the rearing of their children. 
lf you have grown up 
without a natural happy dis­ 
position as a backdrop funda­ 
mental emotion, it is not too 
late to cultivate one. 
Faith, worship and integ­ 
rity are the beginning points 
for this positive life of funda­ 
mental emotional backdrop. 
If beyond this, you would like 
to have a list of four things to 
do which have helped a num­ 
ber of persons change their 
inner basic emotion, ask at 
your local library for “I’m 
O.K., and You’re O.K.” by 
Harris.

Writers Predict 13-AAAA Race 


Perhaps the view from the stadium pressbox is 
different from the view on the football field. 
That’s why the Plano Daily Star-Courier contacted 
sports editors at five newspapers that cover District 13- " 
AAAA and asked for their unabashed predictions about 
the 1977 race. 
Sherman, last year’s loop champ, was the over­ 
whelming pick to repeat as champions in 1977. 
However, from there it was anyone’s pick. Some said 
Plano, others said Denison, some said Richardson. 
What it means, however, is that this year’s district 
race could be anyone’s ballgame. The teams appear 
very evenly matched with one possible exception - 
Paris. 
One sportswriter commented that Paris belonged in 
Class AAA and they probably couldn’t be competitive 
then. Well, so much for Paris because the rest of the 
league is a toss-up. 
Following is a rundown of what each sports editor 
feels about the upcoming season and loop title race: 


Ed Voss - Plano Dally Star-Courler: “On paper, 
Sherman has to be the overwhelming choice to pick as 
the 1977 District 13-AAAA Champions. However, the 


race will be decided on the football field and not on 
paper. That’s why I’ll pick the Plano Wildcats. Plano 
didn’t win the district last year for the first time in five 
seasons in the loop. I know the coaches and I know the 
players - they have pride and won’t let it happen again. 
I believe Sherman and Plano are the top two teams, 
Plano more so because of their tradition. Sherman has 
to play at Plano this year in a new stadium. Despite the 
fact that all football fields are IOO yards in length and 52 
yards wide, that home crowd is good for Plano. So, I’d 
say Plano first, Sherman second, Richardson third and 
Richardson Lake Highlands fourth. Denison will 
probably come in around fifth because they are due for 
a letdown after last year’s big season. No one was 
expecting a lot from them last year but this year’s 
different. Paris is definitely the last place prediction 
while Greenville, Berkner and Pearce will battle it out 
among themselves for the other positions.” 


George Foulsham - Sherman Democrat: “I would 
have to pick Sherman to win the district championship. 
But, I’m not positive about that because I don’t think 
we can beat Plano, especially at Plano and in their new 
stadium. There is just something about Plano that 


scares Sherman and they just can’t seem to shake it. 
Sherman’s success this season revolves around a lot 
of young kids and how well they do. Sherman will have 
a great offense and that’s why I have to rate them first. 
Randy Wessinger is back at quarterback, Eddie 
Wright is back at running back, and Jimmy Turner 
might be moved to running back or left at receiver. I’d 
have to rate Plano second, Richardson third followed 
by Greenville, Denison, Lake Highlands, and a toss-up 
from there between Pearce and Berkner. As always, I 
rate Paris last.” 


Chad Fergusen • Richardson Daily News: “I’d have 
to say Sherman should win the district because of their 
outstanding talent position-by-position. Richardson, 
Plano and Lake Highlands should give them a hard 
time but I can’t see anyone beating them if they play up 
to their potential. Sherman got a taste of the playoffs 
last year and they liked it. I’d say Richardson should be 
second because of their defense and Plano or Lake 
Highlands has an outside chance of challenging. Lake 
Highlands was 2-7-1 last year and they are due to 
bounce back with 28 returning lettermen. Plano’s 6-2-2 
record is like a losing season for them. Plano is a good 


team and a good team doesn’t stay down. I’d say 
Denison should come in fifth and Paris last. It will be a 
dogfight between Berkner, Pearce and Greenville for 
sixth through eighth.” 


Chuck Pikard - Denison Herald: “I have no earthly 
idea but I know Sherman’s number one. I’ve been 
sitting on the wire desk 18 mem tbs before taking over as 
sports editor so this is new to me. I would have to say 
Denison number two. I’ll take a shot in the dark and 
say Plano third. I know Richardson’s tough so let’s put 
them fourth. I’d say Lake Highlands next, but I’m 
probably missing the boat. Greenville, Pearce and 
Berkner should battle it out from there. Paris is last. I 
say Denison second because I think they are going to 
surprise a lot of people. They finished fast last year and 
got some good people back.”

Sherman To Defend Loop Championship 


Only four days remain before the big Texas explosion - 
Friday night prep football. 
In District 13-AAAA, all nine coaches of teams are en­ 
thusiastic about their pending seasons and taking a stab at 
the title. 
Sherman is the defending loop champion and they promise 
to be tough in defending that title. But, there are eight other 
teams including the Plano Wildcats that will have something 
to say about Sherman’s repeating as the champion. 
It will be a tough row to hoe for whichever team eventually 
claims the crown. Eight district games and two non-district 
matches await each team before the champion will be 
crowned for 1977. 
At this point in the season, every camp is optimistic about 
their chances, enthusiastic afcr^t their returning players, 
and figuring out what it will take to win each game. 
In order of team finish in the district last year is a team by 
team rundown on what each squad bases their hopes for the 
district championship. 


SHERMAN BEARCATS - Coach Tommy Huspeth, the all- 
star mentor in the 1977 North-South prep game, has a lot of 
potential this season. Returning are quarterback Randy 
Wessinger, running back Eddie Wright and receiver Jimmy 
Thompson. All three are prime material at their respective 
positions - perhaps the best in the district. Huspeth has 22 
returners from last year’s championship team which posted 
a 9-0-1 record in the regular season with Plano providing the 
only blemish. Gone is burly Billy Don Jackson but remaining 
is a nucleus of tough defensive players. On offense, the big 
three remain but gone is the line which needs rebuilding. The 
chances of Sherman repeating as champs are excellent. 


DENISON YELLOWJACKETS - The surprise team of a year 
ago, perhaps Denison caught everyone off guard. Chances of 
it happening a second year in a row are slim when it comes 
to creeping up on opponents - so, Coach Jerry Blankenship 
has his work cut out fa* him. Graduation depleted the ranks 
of Denison which means they will be going with a lot of new 
faces. Chances of repeating at second place are slim. 
Chances of winning the district are just as slim. However, 
Denison is always good for at least one upset of major 
consequence through a season. So, consider them a 
darkhorse. 


RICHARDSON EAGLES -Winston Duke figures 1977 might 
be the year for his Eagles to grab the throne. Robert Brewer 
is one reason for optimism in the Eagle camp. Brewer is 
back at quarterback with strong backup. “Our quarterbacks 
will be a strong point for us this season,” Duke said. “I am 
also pleased with our receivers. That is something we will 
have to do this season, throw the football, and I am pleased 
with our showing so far.” Chances of overpowering Sherman 
for the championship are good with strong performances 
expected of Joe Horbacz and David Gibson in the offensive 
line plus Jay Busby at defensive end. 


PLANO WILDCATS -Tradition is on the Wildcats’ side with 
improvement the chief goal over last year’s 6-2-2 mark. John 
Gaddis returns to the backfield but switched from running 
back to quarterback. He has two receivers returning in Dee 
Herrin at tight end and flanker Stevie Haynes. Center Mark 
Burch is back and se are defensive stalworths C.M. Pier at 
linebacker, last year’s defensive end, Marty Melson in the 
secondary, and Mike Pedigo at linebacker. A lot of new faces 
but quality abounds plus more size than last year. Coach 
Tommy Kimbrough’s chances of putting the Wildcats back 
in the throne room are excellent. 


at running back a year ago. New material gives Greenville 
the fastest legs in the district. It is just a matter of Pitman 
Keen putting the Lions together. Chances of winning the 
crown are slim but chances of knocking off a leading con­ 
tender are very good. Like Denison, consider Greenville a 
dangerous darkhorse. 


RICHARDSON PEARCE - Jerry Bishop puts his team’s 
chances in 1977 on a defense that is looking good early. “We 
are getting excellent hitting from our defense for this early.” 
On offense, Bishop said, “We still haven’t got the con­ 
sistency we are looking for.” The offensive standout in 
workouts so far is Steve Heniford in the backfield. The entire 
defense has been praised by Bishop and if an offense can be 


found the Mustangs could prove to be competitive. Chances 
of winning the championship are slim but like so many other 
teams, they can be competitive and shoot for a .500 season. 


LAKE HIGHLANDS - Lake Highlands went from the state 
playoffs to a 2-7-1 record in 1975 to 1976. But. Joe Bob Johnson 
doesn’t plan for anything like that to happen again. Johnson 
has 28 players returning from last year which has to be some 
kind of a plus. Johnson is very optimistic that his team can 
grab the championship or at least be with the forerunners. 
“If you are going to have goals this early in the season, you 
might as well set them high and the highest is the state 
championship. That’s really what everyone is shooting for.

Stadium Discussed 
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With John Clark 


A thletic D irector John 
Clark feels the new football- 
soccer stadium built by the 
Plano Independent School 
District is second to none, 
however, he hopes it will be 
ready in time for the first 
game. 
According to both a r ­ 
chitects and contractors, the 
new football-soccer stadium 
should be in full operation 
when the Plano Senior High 
W ildcats host the South 
Garland 
Colonels 
Friday, 
Sept. 2 in the season opener 
at 8 p.m. 
However, Clark isn’t so 
sure. 
“Everything looks ready 
to go with the exception of 
the 
pressbox 
and 
scoreboard. Those are the 
biggest things that concern 
us,” Clark said. 
“The scoreboard is sup­ 
posed to arrive Monday and 
we will have it installed 
immediately,” Clark said. 
Clark added that the new 
scoreboard 
is 
like 
the 
stadium, second to none. The 
scoreboard was paid for and 
donated 
to 
the 
Plano 
Independent School District 
by the First National Bank of 
Plano and Plano Savings and 
Loan. 
The Plano Independent 
School D istrict’s only cost 
toward the scoreboard is the 
installation, according to 
Clark. 


Plano’s need for a bigger 
stadium cam e in 1971 when 
the 
W ildcats 
advanced 
through the playoffs and won 
the state championship in 
Class AAA. 


The new stadium was 
designed to be built for $2.5 
million but has run to $2.75 
million. 
Seating of the stadium is 
just under 15,000 initially 
with room for an additional 
5,000 seats in the south end- 
zone when the seats are 
needed. 
All Plano Independent 
School 
D istrict 
football 
team s will be using the new 
stadium for their games. 
That includes seventh and 
eighth grade team s from the 
middle schools, ninth and 
tenth grade team s from the 


high schools, and both the 
Varsity and Junior Varsity 
from the Senior High. 
That means 94 games for 
the stadium ’s artificial turf. 
At presstime, the stadium 
is unnamed and the final 
designation of the stadium 
rests 
with 
the 
Plano 
I n d e p e n d e n t 
S c h o o l 
D istrict’s trustees. 
C lark 
feels 
the 
new 
stadium will be a boon to 
P lan o ’s football program 
and the community. 
“ I think it’s great,” Clark 
said. “ I’m a bit worried 
about it being ready in time. 
We are excited about using 
it.” 
“ I feel it is one of the finest 
stadiums in the state. It will 
be terrific, not having to 
worry about playing in the 
m ud.” 
“ Overall, this is a stadium 
that I wouldn’t trade with 
anybody. The stadium is a 
compliment to the architects 
and the contractors,” Clark 
added. 
The design and concept for 
the 
stadium 
is 
a 
conglomeration of several 
stadiums viewed by Clark 
and the architects. 
“We went to a lot of places 
and looked at 
a 
lot of 
stadiums. Then we took the 
best 
featu res 
of 
each 
stadium and rolled them into 
one,” Clark said. 
“ We 
picked 
the 
best 
’eatures from G arland’s new 
stadium , W ichita 
F a lls’ 


stadium which is also second 
to none, Spring Branch and 
some college stadiums. We 
picked the best parts of 
each.” 
“ For instance, we heard 
that Oklahoma State had 
good drain ag e 
at 
their 
stadium. So, we went to 
Oklahoma State and took a 
look to see why they had 
good 
drain ag e 
and 
in­ 
corporated those features in 
the stadium ,” Clark said. 


What will happen to the old 
Wildcat Stadium located on 
the Williams High campus. 
“ It will be used this season 
as a practice stadium for 
team s and for the bands. 
T here 
are 
no 
gam es 
scheduled on th at field. 
However, with the addition 
of more teams in the future, 
which we have Carpenter 
Middle School in 1978, we 
will begin using it again,” 
Clark said.

new stadium after recom­ 
mendation by Shrieked 
Rollins and Associates and 
after close scrutiny by 
Athletic 
Director 
John 
Clark. 
The 
only 
other 
con­ 
sideration given for the 
playing surface was the 
originator 
of 
synthetic 
playing fields AstroTurf. 
“ Super 
Turf 
was 
recommended by us over 
AstroTurf because of its 
lower cost and the difference 
in the material. Super Turf 
has more fibers per square 
inch. This seems to make the 
runner step on top of the 
fibers rather than crushing 
the fibers to one side with 
each step,” Cheek said. 
“ Another reason that 
probably 
provided 
the 
ultimate decision for the 
Plano school board was that 
Super Turf provided a five- 
year replacement warranty 
and three-year warranty 
bond,” Cheek added. 
“Super Turf got the bid 
and if their product doesn’t 
measure up in three years, 
they forfeit the bond,” Cheek 
said. 
Super Turf and AstroTurf 
were the only surfaces 
considered. Tartan Turf, 
which covers the floor at 
Texas Stadium where the 
Dallas Cowboys play, is no 
longer manufactured. The 
Orange Bowl in Miami is 
covered with PolyTurf which 
is also out of business. 
“We felt the Tartan Turf 
was a good surface and it has 


worn well at Texas Stadium. 
However, we feel that Three- 
M, manufacturers of Tartan 
Turf, priced themselves out 
of the market,” Cheek said. 
Plano is only the third 
installation of Super Turf. 
Cameron College in Lawton, 
Okla. was the first and 
Mesquite’s new stadium was 
the second. Super Turf will 
soon be installed at soccer 
fields in Saudi Arabia and is 
under installation at the 
stadium used by the New 
England Patriots of the 
National Football League. 
Bonds for the new stadium 
were approved by voters in 
an 
Oct. 
1974 
election, 
however, the stadium has 
exceeded projected costs by 
an undisclosed figure. 
Fans will 
notice the 
biggest improvements over 
the old Wildcat Stadium in 
the 
seating, 
pressbox, 
parking and lighting. 
A 
large 
increase 
in 
parking is provided over 
what Wildcat Stadium of­ 
fered. The lighting is multi­ 
vapor on four steel poles. 
“The lighting is natural 
and one of the best systems 
around,” Cheek said. “The 
lights provide a true color 
rendition unlike most old 
types of lighting.” 
The new stadium has 40 
rows with the first 12 rows 
built on a concrete slab from 
the earth. Rows 13-40 are 
built on the super structure 
supported by the concrete 
columns.

stadium is constructed on 
two levels. The t op level has 
communication rooms for 
both home and visitor 
coaches, home and visitors 
film booths, a timer and 
scoreboard room, public 
address room, three booths 
for radio or television 
broadcast and a toilet. 
The bottom level has two 
entrances, a supervisor’s 
office, room for six writers, 
14 scouts, 
a 
television 
camera room, concession 
bar and toilet. 
Ticket booths, dressing 
rooms and concession stands 
at the stadium are connected 
to the pressbox by intercom. 
The pressbox is designed 
on cantilever beams. There 
are no posts to block the 
views of persons inside. All 
support beams are set back 
in the interior of the 
pressbox. 
In the stands, a computer 
formula was used to position 
seats 
for 
best 
view. 
Elevation of the steps in­ 
creases every five rows to 
insure that each seat is a 
good seat, according to 
Cheek. 
All seats are aluminum for 
easy maintenance and to 
remain cool in the summer. 
They are also slightly sloped 
for comfort. Easy to read 
signs provide direction to 
seats by aisle and seat 
numbers. 
The new stadium will not 
have a designated “Home” 
or “Visitors” side, but each 
side is termed Eastside and 
Westside. Fans are greeted 
by an East Gate and West 
Gate when entering. 
T h e 
a l t e r n a t i v e 
designation will remove 
stigmas attached by teams 
other than Plano using the 
stadium in playoff games. 
The synthetic surface of 
the field is 370-feet by 214- 
feet. Soccer will be played on 
a 190-feet by 360-feet area. 
The field is designed as a 
turtleback, sloped on four 
sides. 
The stadium’s goalposts 
are aluminum and each of 
the “slingshots” weighs 270- 
lb. They are removable for 
soccer games. 
The stadium has been 
designed where all con­ 
veniences can be used by 
handicapped persons.

Plano Wildcat 
Domination Ends 


Student Ticket 
Plan Offered 


Season student tickets for 
the five home Plano Wildcat 
football games will again be 
sold this year, according to 
athletic director John Clark. 


Tile book of tickets will be 
sold for $5 through Friday, 
Sept. 2 at Plano Senior High, 
Williams and Vines high 
schools and Armstrong, 
Bowman, 
Wilson 
and 
Haggard middle schools. 


Student tickets for in­ 
dividual home games and for 
all out-of-town District 13- 
AAAA contests will cost $1.50 


each when purchased before 
the night of the game. No 
student tickets will be sold at 
the gate the night of the 
game. 


Clark also announced that 
no single game student 
tickets, season book student 
tickets and adult general 


admission tickets will be 
sold at the 14 elementary 
schools this year. 


“We simply do not receive 
enough tickets from each 
opposing school to make 
tickets available through the 
elementary schools,” he 
explained.

reserved seats. 


1976 ended on a 6-2-2 note 
for the Plano Senior High 
Wildcats and perhaps that 
football season will go down 
as the one everyone would 
most like to forget. 
Plano fans have become 
football 
perfectionists 
through three state cham­ 
pionship campaigns (1965, 
1967, 1971) and last year’s 
campaign was a severe 
dropoff from past seasons. 
Just a few circumstances 
that surrounded the Plano 
football team were; 
—The 6-2-2 record was 
their worst finish since a 6-4 
record in 1962 in Class AA. 
—They missed the state 
football playoffs for the first 
time since 1969. 
—It was the first season 
since 1969 that they lost two 
district games. It was also 
the first season that they lost 
even one district game since 
1969. 
—Plano’s domination over 
district opponents ended. 
Previous to last season, 
Plano had not lost a district 
game since 1969 when beat 
by Lewisville, 7-6, and by 
Bonham, 28-21, in Class 
AAA. Plano’s two losses to 
Denison, 
14-9, 
and 
to 
Greenville, 15-6, are the only 
District 13-AAAA losses by a 
Plano team in five seasons in 
the league. 
—The loss to Denison at 
Wildcat Stadium, 15-6, was 
the first home loss since 1969 
when they were topped by 
Bonham.

Insurance Cost 
On The Rise 
For Homeowners 


Is your home adequately 
insured? Probably not. An 
analysis of fire losses in one 
state, according to the 
Insurance 
Inform ation 
Institute, has revealed that 
only 
one-third 
of 
the 
homeowners had enough 
insurance to cover half the 
replacement cost of their 
homes. 
Why? Inflation. Since 1967, 
according to Department of 
Commerce statistics, new 
home prices have gone up 
more 
than 
91 
percent 
nationally. 
That’s 
an 
average annual increase of 
more than 9 percent. 
Translated into dollars on 
a national scale, it means 
that a new home purchased 
for an average price of 
$24,600 in 1967 would cost 
more than $47,100 to replace 
today, according to Bureau 
fo the Census figures. 
Even if your policy has an 
escalator feature which 
a u t o m a t i c a l l y 
r a i s e s 
coverage periodically, you 
still may be underinsured. 
Ordinarily such clauses 
increase coverage by only 4 
to 5 percent a year, and that 
may not be enough to offset 
spiraling replacement costs. 
Inflation also has made

companies for partial losses. 
Under a co-insurance clause

In the event of total loss, 
the company would pay the 
full face value of the policy.

event, 
the 
homeowner 
would 
not 
receive less than actual cash 
value 
of 
the 
dam aged 
property. Thus, payment 
would be full value less a 
deduction for depreciation. 
This would be less than 
actual full cost of repairs or 
replacement. 
A third reason you should 
review your .homeowner 
insurance policy is liability 
coverage. Liability coverage 
protects you against claims 
filed by others who consider 
you responsible for injuries 
or damage to their property. 
It applies to 
accidents— 
other than auto—caused by 
members of your family and 
pets on or off your property, 
and by general negligence in 
property maintenance.

“This idea of a ‘family re­ 
treat’ area in new homes is 
the worst thing I’ve ever 
heard of. Saving energy is 
important, but it should not 
be allowed to imperil the 
health and happiness of the 
family unit.” 
This comment was ex­ 
pressed by a reader of a re­ 
cent column in which a new 
home design concept was de­ 
scribed. 
Hie design, in the interests 
of energy conservation, in­ 
cluded a “family retreat” 
area. Its use would be like a 
combination family room and 
eat-in kitchen. 
The area, including a fire­ 
place, could be sealed off 
from the rest of the house 
during cold months. The fam­ 
ily could basically live within 
the confines of this “retreat” 
area, enjoying warmth from 
the fireplace — thus saving 
energy required to heat an 
entire house. 
“Too much togetherness is 
for the birds,” the reader 
commented. “Wrecking fam­ 
ily tranquillity is much too 
high a price for saving a bit of 
energy. Let’s keep things in 
proper perspective.” 
The reader further pointed 
out that one of the most suc­ 
cessful and popular features 
(rf many new homes today is 
the separation of basic activ­ 
ity and living areas. Living 
room, family room, dining 
room, recreation room — all 
can be used simultaneously 
without the groups getting in­ 
to each other’s hair. 
But saving energy is indeed 
important. Many good ideas 
for achieving this goal were 
demonstrated in the same ex­ 
perimental home in which the 
“retreat area” was sug­ 
gested. 
The project, recently com­ 
pleted, included the design 
and construction of an “ener­ 
gy-efficient residence.” It 
was developed by the Re­ 
search Foundation of the Na­ 
tional Association of Home 
Builders, under contract with 
the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 
The entrance foyer, for ex­ 
ample, is complete cut off 


from the rest of the house. 
This creates an air lock which 
prevents energy loss when 
the front door is opened. 
Behind the foyer is an un­ 
heated storage area which 
can be entered from the gar­ 
age or carport. The foyer and 
storage area provide a six- 
foot-wide buffer between the 
living area and the outside. 
Magnetic weather strip­ 
ping is used to reduce drafts 
and leaks around the insu­ 
lated doors. 
Another innovative idea: In 
the hallway leading to the 
bedrooms is a thermostat and 
a special digital meter that 
continually tells the home­ 
owner how much he is spend­ 
ing on energy to heat or cool 
his home — or to operate any 
of the appliances.

Q. Is it true that home loan 
interest charges have in­ 
creased more rapidly in re­ 
cent years than any other sin­ 
gle cost of owning a home? 
A. No. In fact, it’s one of the 
slowest rising costs. 
Overall monthly housing 
costs have increased a bit 
over 82 per cent during the 
first half of this decade. 
Mortgage loan rates in­ 
creased only 6.6 per cent dur­ 
ing the same period, accord­ 
ing to the U.S. League of Sav­ 
ing Associations.
